Mr.  Harrison  reminded  the  House  of  the  necessity  of  proceeding  to 
the  choice  of  a  Speaker,  and  recommended  Archibald  Gary,  Esquire, 
as  a  person,  who,  on  several  former  occasions,  had  given  undeniable 
proofs  of  his  abilities  and  integrity,  in  the  discharge  of  that  important 
office.  : 

Whereupon,  Mr.  Cary  being  unanimously  elected  Speaker  of  this 
House,  was  conducted  to  the  chair,  from  whence  he  made  his  acknow- 
ledgments to  the  House,  for  the  honor  they  had  been  pleased  to  con- 
fer upon  him,  in  the  following  manner  : 

"  Gentlemen, — Be  pleased  to  accept  my  warmest  thanks,  for  the 
unanimous  and  constant  vote  1  have  met  with,  to  fill  this  high  and  im- 
portant ofiice.  It  shall  be  my  study,  to  discharge  the  duties  of  it,  so 
as  to  answer  your  expectations.  Great  and  weighty  business,  I  ex- 
pect, will  come  before  us  this  session,  which  will  require  cool  delibera- 
tion and  close  attention. 

"I  flatter  myself  your  intention  is,  to  bestow  both  on  them ;  as  it  is 
ihe  only  means  now  left  to  make  up  for  the  time  already  lost.  Par- 
don me.  Gentlemen,  but  I  really  fear  the  time  may  come,  when,  by 
neglecting  to  attend  our  duty,  the  Senate  may  lose  that  dignity  it  has 
hitherto  maintained,  which  will  be  attended  with  the  worst  of  conse- 
quences to  our  country." 

Ordered,  That,  Mr.  William  Pierce,  be  appointed  Serjeant  at  arms  to 
this  House. 

Ordered,  That  Thomas  Paul  and  William  Hix,  be  appointed  door- 
keepers to  this  House. 

Ordered,  That  a  committee  of  Privileges  and  Elections  be  ap- 
pointed. 

And  a  committee  was  appointed  of  the  following  persons,  viz  :  Messrs 
Harrison,  Bassett,  Lee,  Hubard,  John  Brown,  Jones  and  Loyall;  and 
they  are  to  meet  and  adjourn  from  day  to  day;  and  examine,  in  the 
first  place,  the  certificates  of  the  election  of  members  to  serve  in  this 
House,  and  to  take  into  consideration  all  such  matters  as  shall  or  may 
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feome  in  question,  touching  returns  elections  and  privileges,  and  to  re- 
port their  proceedings,  with  their  opinion  thereupon,  from  time  to 
time,  to  the  House;  and  they  are  to  have  power  to  send  for  persons} 
papers  and  records,  for  their  information.

A  message  from  the  House  of  Delegates  by  Mr  Richard  Lee  : 

Mr.  Speaker, — The  House  of  Delegates  have  agreed  to  a  resolu- 
tion, that  a  claim  of  Agnes  May,  administratrix  of  Richard  May,  de- 
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ceased,  of  22/.  10s.  Od.  due  to  the  said  decedent's  estate,  tor  supplies 
furnished  the  commissary  of  purchases  for  the  Illinois  dtparrment, 
which  has  been  liquidated  and  allowed  by  the  commissioners  appoint- 
ed for  the  adjustment  of  western  claims,  but  neglected  to  be  entered  on 
their  Journals,  may  now  be  entered  thereon  by  the  auditors  of  p.iblic 
accounts,  and  a  warrant  granted  for  the  same ;  also  to  a  resohnion, 
that  the  auditors  of  public  accounts,  may  be  directed  to  receive  the 
affidavit  of  General  Charles  Harrison  to  the  disbursement  of  the  sum 
of  IL8.946  dollars,  he  having  lost  the  vouchers  for  the  same,  at  the  de- 
feat of  General  Gates;  also  to  a  resolution,  that  the  auditors  be  direct- 
ed to  liquidate  and  settle  all  the  just  claims  of  officers  and  soldiers, 
and  those  of  the  staff  department,  who  have  heretofore  been  recog- 
nized by  law,  or  their  legal  representatives,  that  shall  be  presented  to 
them  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  September  next,  and  that  they  grant 
certificates  as  usual  for  what  shall  be  found  due  thereon,  the  same  hav- 
ing been  first  allowed  by  the  commissioners  heretofore  appointed  for 
examining  the  said  claims;  also,  to  a  resolution,  that  the  auditors  of 
public  accounts  settle  the  accounts  of  the  commissioners  appointed  by 
the  executive,  pursuant  to  a  resolution  of  the  last  Assembly,  to  survey 
James  river,  from  Lynch's  ferry  upwards,  and  issue  their  warrants  on 
the  treasury  for  the  payment  of  the  sums  due  them,  to  be  paid  out  of 
any  money  in  the  twasurer's  hands;  also,  to  a  resolution,  for  allowing 
and  paying  John  Archer  the  sum  of  70/.  for  a  very  valuable  horse, 
which  was  taken  from  him  by  the  British  troops  when  he  was  dispatch- 
ed from  the  Point  of  Fork,  by  Baron  Steuben,  with  orders  to  proceed 
to  Charlottesville,  to  cause  the  public  stores  to  be  removed  from  thence 
to  a  place  of  more  security,  to  be  cliarged  to  the  continent  in  account 
with  this  Commonwealth;  to  which  they  desire  the  concurrence  of  the 
Senate.     And  he  delivered  in  the  same;  and  then  withdrew. 

The  said  resolutions   were  severally  read  and  ordered  to  lie  on  the 
table. 

A  message  from  the  House  of  Delegates  by  Mr.  Prentis  : 
Mr.  Speaker., — The  House  of  Delegates  have  agreedto  a  resolu- 
tion, that  the  Governor,  with  advice  of  Council,  be  authorised  and  em- 
powered (o  draw  on  the  treasurer  for  such  a  sum  of  money,  out  of  the 
contingent  fund,  as  may  be  necessary  to  make  good  the  engagements 
already  entered  into,  for  procuring  a  statue  of  General  Washington; 
also,  to  a  resolution,  that  the  Governor  be  desired  to  cause  the  Jour- 
nals and  proceedings  of  the  Executive  to  be  laid  before  the  General 
Assembly;  also,  to  a  resolution,  that  the  Governor,  with  the  advice  of 
Council,  be  authorised  and  empowered  to  draw  on  the  treasurer,  out  of 
the  contingent  fund,  for  such  a  sum  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
complete  the  printing,  binding,  and  distributing  the  collection  of  pub- 
lic acts  now  in  force,  prepared  pursuant  to  a  resolution  of  the  General 
Assembly;  also,  to  a  resolution,  that  the  delegates  of  this  State  in 
Congress,  be  instructed,  and  they  are  hereby  instructed,  to  move  Con- 
gress for  the  speedy  appointment  of  a  commissioner  to  settle  with  one 
appointed  by  this  State,  the  sum  due  from  the  United  States  for  the 
expense  of  securing  and  defending  the  western  country  :  the  commis- 
sioner formerly  appointed  by  Congress  having  accepted  a  commission 
for  negociating  with  the  western  Indians;  to  which  they  desire  the  con- 
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cuneiice  of  the  Senate.  And  he  delivered  in  the  same,  and  then  with- 
drew. 

The  said  resolutions  were  severally  read,  and  ordered  to  lie  on  the 
table. 

A  nDessage  from  the  House  of  Delegates  by  Mr.  Madison  : 

Mr.  Speaker, — The  House  of  Delegates  have  agreed  to  a  resolu- 
tion to  postpone  ballotting  for  five  delegates  to  represent  this  Slate  in 
Congress;  also,  for  a  Judge  of  the  General  Court,  a  member  of  the 
Privy  Council  or  Council  of  State,  and  a  Cliief  Justice  of  the  western 
district,  till  Tuesday  next,  to  which  they  desire  the  concurrence  of  the 
Senate.

this  State,  the  sum  due  fron)  the  United  States  for  the  expense  of  secur- 
ing and  defending  the  western  country,  were  severally  read  the  second 
time ;  and  on  the  question  put  thereupon,  agreed  to  by  the  House.

It  appears  to  your  committee,  that  at  the  election  of  a  Senator  for 
the  district  of  Charles  City.  James  City  and  New-Kent,  the  polls  were 
regularly  taken,  and  the  returns  properly  made,  in  the  counties  of 
James  City,  and  New  Kent,  by  which  returns,  it  appears  that  Burwell 
Bassett,  Esq.  had  a  majority  of  two  hundred  and  fifteen  votes. 

It  appears  to  the  committee,  that  no  poll  was  taken  in  Charles  City 
county,  ownig  to  the  death  of  the  sheriff"  of  that  county  ;  but  upon  full 
inquiry,  it  appeared  to  the  committee,  that  the  number  of  freeholders  in 
the  said  comity,  does  not  exceed  one  hundred  and  eighty ;  so  that  the 
said  Burwell  Bassett  hath  a  decided  majority  of  voters  in  the  district. 

Whereupon,  tlie  committee  came  to  the  following  resolution  :

That  the  return 
made  hy  the  sheriffs  of  the  coufiiies  of  Kotkhri>gt,  August.:,  Roruiiig- 
ham  and  Shenandoah,  of  a  Senator  to  serve  in  General  Assembly,  is 
made  according  to  law.

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Resolved,  that  it  is  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  That  the  return 
made  by  the  sheriffs  of  the  counties  of  Brunswick,  Lunenburg,  Meck- 
lenburg and  Greensville,  of  a  Senator  to  serve  in  General  Assembly,  is 
made  according  to  law.

The  resolution  of  the  House  of  Delegates,  on  the  petition  of  Stephen 
Wright,  executor  of  Edward  Wright,  deceased,  John  Bremingham, 
administrator  of  David  Baker,  deceased,  and  Robert  Moore  Riddick, 
that  warrants  may  issue  to  them  for  the  amount  of  certain  Judgments 
obtained  against  them,  as  securities  for  John  Goodrich  and  Company, 
whose  estates  were  confiscated  and  sold,  and  the  money  arising  there- 
from paid  into  the  treasury  ;  was  read,  and  ordered  to  lie  on  tlie  table. 

The  bills,  "directing  the  metliod  of  proceeding  against,  and  trying 
free  persons  charged  with  certain  crimes ;"  "  to  establish  a  town  on  il\e 
lands  of  John  Lynch,  in  the  county  of  Campbell;'*  and  "giving  fur- 
ther lime  to  the  purchasers  of  lots  in  the  town  of  Louisville,  to  build 
thereon;"  were  severally  read  the  first  time,  and  ordered  to  be  read 
the  second  time. 

A  message  from  the  House  of  Delegates  by  Mr.  Wills: 

Mr.  Speaker, — The  House  of  Delegates  have  agreed  to  the  Sen- 
ate's amendments  to  the  bills  "giving  further  time  for  improving  the 
navigation  between  the  great  falls  of  Potomac  river  and  Fort  Cumber-

9dr  was 
discovered  to  be  counterfeit,  which  in  the  hurry  of  business  having 
been  unavoidably  overloooked,  your  committee  destroyed, -and  direct- 
ed the  treasurer  to  take  credit  for  the  same :  all  which  credits  being  duly 
entered,  there  remained  a  balance  due  from  the  treasury  on  the  11th 
day  of  December,  amounting  to  57.097Z.  12s.  4d. 

To  make  up  this  balance,  the  said  treasurer  produced  to  your  com- 
mittee continental  facilities,  which  had  been  received  agreeably  to  law, 
in  part  of  the  revenue  taxes  to  the  amount  of  39,145/.  17s.  11  l-2f?. ; 
also,  of  financier's  notes  which  were  formerly  received  in  taxes,  had 
been  paid  to  the  continental  receiver,  and  by  him  returned  as  counter- 
Jfeit,  to  the  amount  of  72/.  The  sheriffs  who  paid  in  these  notes,  hav- 
ing given  their  obligations  to  make  them  good  in  case  they  proved 
counterfeit,  the  treasurer  expects  to  recover  their  value. 

Your  committee  also  carefully  ascertained  the  amount  of  specie  in 
the  treasury,  on  the  llUi  day  of  December  last,  and  found  the  sum  of 
14,960/.  8s.  3  l-2d.  in  iiand  :  these  sums,  however,  leave  a  deficiency 
of  2,919/.  6s.  Id.  which  the  said  treasurer  is  to  account  for;  but  as  the 
deficiency  may  have  arisen  from  mistakes  in  the  settlement  of  the  trea- 
sury accounts  in  former  years,  it  is  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  that 
the  treasurer  should  have  time,  until  the  next  session  of  Assembly,  to 
re-examine  them.

Your  committee  find  moreover,  that  the  treasurer  hath  used  every 
means  in  his  power  to  discover  the  cause  of  the  deficiency  of  2,919Z. 
65.  \d.  which  he  communicated  to  the  last  Assembly,  by  making 
new  statements  of  all  the  specie,  as  well  as  commutables,  received  and 
disbursed  at  the  treasury,  and  by  comparing  the  amount  of  warrants 
and  certificates  entered  to  the  credit  of  sherifls  and  others,  with  their 
rerripts. 

Your  committee  also  find,  notwithstanding  the  great  toil  and  per- 
plexity necessarily  attendant  on  this  intricate  business,  that  his  labors 
have  proved  unsuccessful,  even  in  ascertaining  whether  the  deficiency- 
arose  either  in  specie,  commutables,  warrants  or  certificates,  or  in  all 
of  them;  this  difficulty  was  occasioned  by  those  several  articles  hav- 
ing been  too  indiscriminately  entered  in  his  books,  which  renders  an 
accurate  statement  of  either  impracticable,  a  great  length  of  time 
having  elapsed. 

Your  committee  further  beg  leave  to  observe,  that  after  having 
examined  the  treasurer's  accounts  with  the  greatest  accuracy  and  cir- 
cumspection, they  cannot  but  think  it  a  part  of  their  duty,  in  common 
justice  to  an  able  and  honest  servant  of  the  public,  to  declare,  that 
in  their  opinion  this  deficiency  cannot  in  the  least  degree  whatever, 
impeach  either  his  innocence  or  integrity,  as  they  are  satisfied  this 
deficiency  hath  arisen  from  some  cause  unknown  to  him. 

Mr.  Cabell  reported,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  examine  the 
enrolled  bills,  that  the  committee  had,  according  to  order,  examined 
several  other  enrolled  bills  to  them  referred,  and  found  them  to  be 
truly  enrolled.

may  be  agreed  on  by  the  parlies,  which  bond  or  bonds  shall  men- 
tion that  the  same  was  or  were  entered  into  agreeably  to  this  act  j 
and  all  and  every  such  bond  or  bonds  shall  be  assignable,  and  have 
the  force  of  a  judgment  or  judgments.  And  if  the  money  or  to- 
bacco shall  not  be  paid  according  to  tlie  condition  of  any  such  bond, 
it  shall  be  lawful  lor  the  court  of  the  county  where  such  obligor  or 
obligors  sliall  reside,  to  award  execution  thereupon,  upon  motion 
against  such  obligor  or  obligors,  upon  which  execution  the  same 
proceedings  shall  be  had,  as  is  directed  for  executions  to  be  issued 
on  bonds  for  property  restored  or  sold  under  this  act:  Provided,  aU 
ways,  that  such  obligor  or  obligors,  shall  have  ten  days  previous  no- 
tice of  such  motion;  and  if  such  obligor  or  obligors,  at  the  court  to 
which  he,  she  or  they  shall  have  such  notice,  shall  demand  or  require 
to  have  the  matter  inquired  of  by  a  jury,  an  issue  shall  be  made  up, 
and  a  jury  immediately  sworn  to  try  the  same  in  like  manner  as  is 
now  practised  in  ordinary  suits:  Provided,  also,  that  whenever  par- 
ties shall  give  and  take  such  bond  or  bonds,  it  shall  be  in  the  pre- 
sence of,  and  attested  by  two  magistrates  at  the  least,  otherwise  such 
bond  or  bonds  shall  be  void."

That  the  court  of  every  county  shall  forth- 
with summon  the  constables  of  their  county  to  give  security  for  the 
faithful  discharge  of  their  office,  and  that  every  constable  shall  be  ob- 
liged to  give  sufficient  security,  in  the  penalty  of  fifty  pounds,  for  the 
due  payment  of  all  monies  by  him  collected,  and  for  the  faithful  dis- 
charge of  his  office  in  all  respects,  without  which,  no  constable  shall 
be  allowed  to  act;  but  on  the  refusal  or  neglect  of  any  one  appointed, 
or  hereafter  to  be  appointed  a  constable,  to  give  su -li  bond,  tiie  courts 
shall,  respectively,  proceed  to  appoint  some  other  constable  in  his  room. 
And  such  bonds  may,  at  any  time,  be  put  in  suit  for  the  benefit  of  any 
person  aggrieved  by  the  nonleasance  or  misfeasance  of  any  constable, 
which  shall  not  be  void  on  the  first  or  any  subsequent  recovery;  or 
any  creditor  may,  at  his  option,  obtain  judgment  against  any  consta- 
ble, for  money  received  on  any  execution,  or  for  a  fine  for  not  return- 
ing or  not  serving  the  satne,  where  the  money  or  executions  in  his 
hands,  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  twenty-five  shillings,  before  a  sin- 
gle magistrate,  or  where  the  sum  shall  be  greater,  in  the  court  of  the 
county  in  which  such  constable  may  reside,  on  motion  and  ten  days* 
notice,  in  like  manner  as  is  directed  in  case  of  sheriffs  refusing  or  ne- 
glecting to  return  executions  directed  to  them,  or  to  pay  money  levied 
thereon.  And  upon  executions  issued  on  such  judgments,  shall  be  en- 
dorsed '  no  security  to  be  taken ;'  in  which  cases,  no  replevy  shall  be 
allowed."

A  message  from  the  House  of  Delegates  by  Mr.  Preston: 
Mr.  Speaker, — The  House  of  Delegates  have  agreed  to  a  reso- 
lution, requesting  the  Executive  to  inquire  into  the  situation  of  the 
materials  provided  by  the  State  for  building  a  lighthouse;  and  also, 
to  a  resolution,  for  instructing  the  Senators  of  this  State  in  Congress, 
to  procure  the  admission  of  the  citizens  of  the  United  States,  to  hear 
the  debates  of  their  House;  to  which  they  desire  the  concurrence  of 
the  Senate.     And  he  delivered  in  the  same,  and  then  withdrew. 

The  said  resolutions  were  read  the  first  time,  and  ordered  to  lie 
on  the  table. 

This  House  having  on  Tuesday  last,  resolved  that  all  or  any  of 
the  members  who  voted  for  the  postponement  of  the  3d,  8ih,  11th  and 
1 2th  articles  of  amendments  to  the  constitution  oi  the  Unittd  States, 
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be  allowed  to  enter  on  the  Journals  of  this  House,  the  reasons  which 
have  Influenced  their  vote,  and  all  or  any  of  their  objections  to  the 
articles  so  postponed — The  following  reasons  were  this  day  ordered 
to  be  entered,  to  wit : 

"The  Senate  of  Virpjinia  havinpi;  determined  to  postpone,  until  the 
next  session  of  Assembly,  the  3d,  8th,  ll(h  and  12th  articles  of  the 
amendments  to  the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  recommended 
by  Congress,  we,  the  underwritten  members  of  the  majority  on  that 
question,  deem  it  incumbent  on  us,  not  onl}'  from  the  respect  we  owe 
to  our  constituents,  and  our  responsibility  to  them,  but  in  order  to 
prevent  doubt  and  misrepresentation,  to  enter  on  the  Journals  of  the 
House,  the  considerations  which  have  influenced  our  decision  on  this 
subject,  and  our  principal  objections  to  those  articles. 

"We  are  satisfied  that  the  people  of  Virginia  would  never  have 
ratified  the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  but  from  a  confident 
hope  and  firm  persuasion  of  speedily  seeing  it  much  more  materially 
altered  and  amended,  than  it  would  be  by  ratifying  the  propositions 
lately  submitted  by  Congress  to  the  State  Legislatures. 

"That  although  we  consider  some  of  the  amendments  ofTered  as 
similar,  and  others  nearly  equivalent,  to  a  part  of  the  amendments 
proposed  by  Virginia  and  other  States,  yet,  that  some  of  them  which 
seem  analogous  to  other  amendments  so  proposed,  are  not  substan- 
tially the  same,  and  fall  far  short  of  aftording  the  same  security  to 
personal  rights,  or  of  so  efl'ectually  guarding  against  the  apprehended 
n)ischiefs  of  the  government  j  of  this  description  we  consider  the  3d, 
8th,  lllh  and  12th  articles. 

"We  conceive  that  the  3d  article,  which  seems  given  in  lieu  of  the 
15th,  16th,  19th  and  20th  articles  of  the  bill  of  rights,  proposed  by 
the  Virginia  Convention,  will  not  bear  a  comparison  with  those  ar- 
ticles. 

"The  15th,  expressly  declares  the  right  of  the  people  to  assemble 
together  to  consult  for  the  common  good,  to  instruct  their  represen- 
tatives, and  to  petition  for  redress  of  grievances.  The  16th,  asserts 
llie  right  of  the  people  to  freedom  of  speech,  and  of  writing  and 
publishing  their  sentiments,  and  secures  the  liberty  of  the  press. 
The  19th  and  20lh5  hold  sacred  the  rights  of  conscience,  secures  to 
every  religious  sect  or  society,  the  most  perfect  equality,  and  effec- 
tually guards  against  any  religious  establishmeaits. 

"The  3d  amendment,  recommended  by  Congress,  does  not  pro- 
hibit the  rigiits  of  conscience  from  being  violated  or  infringed;  and 
although  it  goes  to  restrain  Congress  from  passing  laws  establishing 
any  national  religion,  tliey  might,  notwithstanding,  levy  taxes  to  any 
amount,  for  the  support  of  religion  or  its  preachers;  and  any  par- 
ticular denomination  of  christians  might  be  so  favored  and  supported 
by  the  General  Government,  as  to  give  it  a  decided  advantage  over 
others,  and  in  process  of  lime  render  it  as  powerful  and  dangerous 
as  if  it  was  established  as  the  national  religion  of  the  country. 

"This  amendment  does  not  declare  and  assert  the  right  of  the 
people  to  speak  and  publish  their  sentiments,  nor  does  it  secure  the 
liberty  of  the  press.     Should  these  valuable  rights  be  infringed  or 
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violated  by  the  arbitrary  decisions  of  Judges,  or  by  any  other  means 
than  a  legislative  act  directly  to  that  eflect,  ilie  people  would  have 
ni)  avowed  principle  in  the  constitution  to  which  they  might  resort 
lor  tlie  security  of  these  rights, 

"The  right  of  the  people  to  instruct  their  representatives,  and  their 
right  to  consult  with  each  other  for  the  common  good,  seem  too  evi- 
dent to  be  questioned  in  a  republican  government;  yet,  these  rights 
are  denied  by  Congress,  and  they  have  refused  to  allow  any  amend- 
ment declaratory  of  them,  as  we  discover  by  their  Journals;  and  even 
the  humble  privilege  of  petitioning  against  oppression  is  not  tally 
asserted  or  secur<'d;  as  this  privilege  may  be  abridged  or  rendered 
nugatory  without  any  law  upon  the  subject,  not  to  meniion  other 
means,  it  might  be  defeated  by  a  rule  of  either  House,  witliout  vio- 
latmg  the  3d  article  of  the  amendments. 

"This  amendment  then,  wnen  considered  as  it  relates  to  any  of 
the  rights  it  is  pretended  to  secure,  will  be  found  totally  inadequate, 
and  betrays  an  unreasonable,  unjustifiable,  but  a  studied  departure 
from  the  amendment  proposed  by  Virginia  and  other  States,  for  the 
protection  of  these  rights.  We  conceive  that  this  amendment  is  dan- 
gerous and  fallacious,  as  it  tends  to  lull  the  apprehensions  of  the 
people  on  these  imporiant  points,  without  aflbrtiing  them  security ; 
and  mischievous,  because  by  setting  bounds  to  Congress,  it  will  be 
considered  as  the  only  restriction  on  their  power  over  these  rights; 
and  thus  certain  powers  in  the  government,  which  it  has  been  denied 
to  possess,  will  be  recognized  without  being  properly  guarded  against 
abuse. 

"The  8th  article  of  the  proposed  amendments,  so  far  from  secur- 
ing the  valuable  trial  by  a  jury  of  the  vicinage  in  criminal  prosecu- 
tions, leaves  Congress  the  same  power  to  abridge  this  right  as  they 
possess  by  the  original  constitution.  They  have  already  by  law  fixed 
the  districts  co-extensive  with  the  respective  States;  and  they  will  at 
all  times  possess  the  power  of  regulating  the  districts  at  pleasure,  so 
that  there  appears  to  us  nothing  in  this  amendment  to  restrain  gov- 
ernment from  carrying  a  man  accused  of  a  crime,  out  of  his  own 
neighbourhood  to  any  distance  within  the  limits  of  a  State,  to  be 
tried  by  strangers,  perhaps  enemies,  where  the  advantages  of  this 
excellent  mode  of  trial  might  be  entirely  defeated,  and  where  a  per- 
son, obnoxious  to  Congress,  might  fail  an  innocent  sacrifice  to  their 
resentment. 

"  We  do  not  find  that  the  1 1th  article  is  asked  for  by  Virginia  or  any 
other  State;  we  therefore  conceive  that  the  people  of  Virginia  should 
be  consulted  with  respect  to  it,  even  if  we  did  not  doul)t  the  propri- 
ety of  adopting  it;  but  it  appears  to  us  highly  exceptionable.  It  it 
is  meant  to  guard  against  the  extension  of  the  powers  of  Congress 
by  implication,  it  is  greatly  defective,  and  does  by  no  means  compre- 
hend the  idea  expressed  in  the  17th  article  of  amendments  proposed 
by  Virginia;  and  as  it  respects  personal  rights,  might  be  dangerous, 
because,  should  the  rights  of  the  people  be  invaded  or  called  in  ques- 
tion, they  might  be  required  to  shew  by  the  constitution  what  rights 
they  have  retained;  and  such  as  could  not  from  that  instrument  be 
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proved  to  be  retained  by  them,  they  might  be  denied  to  possess.  Of 
this  there  is  ground  to  be  apprehensive,  when  Congress  are  already 
seen  denying  certain  rights  of  the  people,  heretefore  deemed  clear 
and  unquestionable. 

"We  conceive  that  the  12th  article  would  come  up  to  the  1st  ar- 
ticle of  the  Virginia  amendments,  were  it  not  for  the  words  ''or  to 
the  people."  It  is  not  declared  to  be  the  people  of  the  respective 
States;  but  the  expression  applies  to  the  people  generally  as  citizens 
of  the  United  States,  and  leaves  it  doubtful  what  powers  are  reserved 
to  the  State  Legislatures.  Unrestrained  by  the  constitution  or  these 
amendments,  Congress  might,  as  the  supreme  rulers  of  the  people, 
assume  those  powers  which  properly  belong  to  the  respective  States, 
and  thus  gradually  eflect  an  entire  consolidation. 

"We  consider  that  of  the  many  and  important  amendments  recom- 
mended by  the  Conventions  of  Virginia  and  other  States,  these  pro- 
positions contain  all  that  Congress  are  disposed  to  grant;  that  all 
the  rest  are  by  them  deemed  improper,  and  that  these  are  oflered  in 
full  satisfaction  of  the  whole:  and  although  the  ratification  of  a  part 
of  the  amendments  that  have  been  prayed  for  by  Virginia,  would  not 
absolutely  preclude  us  from  urging  others,  yet  we  conceive  that  by 
the  acceptance  of  particular  articles,  we  are  concluded  as  to  the 
points  they  relate  to.  Considering  therefore,  that  they  are  far  short 
of  what  the  people  of  Virginia  wish,  and  have  asked,  and  deeming 
them  by  no  means  sufficient  to  secure  the  rights  of  the  people,  or  to 
render  the  government  safe  and  desirable,  we  think  our  countrymen 
ought  not  to  be  put  off  with  amendments  so  inadequate. 

"That  being  satisfied  of  the  defects  and  dangerous  tendency  of 
these  four  articles  of  the  proposed  amendments,  we  are  constrained  to 
withhold  our  assent  to  them;  but  unwilling  for  the  present  to  deter- 
mine on  their  rejection,  we  think  it  our  duty  to  postpone  them  until 
the  next  session  of  Assembly,  in  order  that  the  people  of  Virginia 
may  have  an  opportunity  to  consider  of  them,  and  judge  for  them- 
selves; and  that  the  members  of  the  Legislature  may  be  enabled  to 
consult  with,  and  know  the  sentiments  of  their  constituents  on  the 
subject.

"  W^e  of  the  minority,  do  dissent  from  the  foregoing  resolution,  for 
the  following  reasons: 

"J St.  Because  there  is  no  rule  of  the  House,  permitting  the  ma- 
jority on  a  question  to  enter  their  reasons  upon  the  Journals;  and 
because  entering  reasons,  except  in  cases  of  protest,  is  unpre- 
cedented. 

"2d.  Because  there  is  a  rule  of  the  House,  if  not  positively,  yet 
impliedly,  against  it  in  the  following  words:  Resolved,  that  upon 
the  motion  of  any  member,  and  having  a  second  to  his  motion,  that 
the  yeas  and  nays  be  entered,  and  that  any  member  or  members  hath 
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or  have  a  right  to  enter  a  protest  on  the  Journals  on  the  determhia- 
tion  of  any  act,  resohilion  or  question."  And  the  order  of  tlie  House 
must  be  intended  to  govern  the  majority,  as  otherwise  they  will  have 
it  in  their  power  to  insert  reasons  on  the  Journals  on  the  most  trivial 
questions,  and  swell  tlicm  to  an  enormous  and  unnecessary  size. 

"3d.  Because  a  protest  must  be  against  a  question  carried,  and 
because  the  matter  of  the  reasons  to  be  entered  upon  the  Journals  is 
not  a  disagreement  signed  by  the  jninority. 

"4th.  Because  the  reasons  of  any  majority  wlio  have  carried  a 
vote  must  have  in  view  one  or  all  of  the  following  things,  to  wit: 
either  to  hold  up  the  minority  to  public  censure,  to  shew  their  own 
superiority,  or  to  excite  public  disquietudes  ;  for  a  vote  of  a  majority 
always  being  supposed  to  have  right  on  its  sifle,  there  is  no  propriety 
or  necessity  for  urging  reasons  alter  such  vote. 

"5th.  Because  all  the  same  reasons  may  not  actuate  all  those  who 
vote  in  the  majority,  in  which  case  oidy  a  majority  of  a  uiitjurity  can 
subscribe  the  reasons  so  drawn  up,  in  which  case  this  absurdity  might 
appear  on  the  Journals  of  the  Senate,  that  is,  reasons  of  the  majority 
signed  by  a  minority.

JVIr.  Speaker, — The  House  of  Delegates  have  nominated  mana-

"We  the  subscribers,  in  protesting  against  the  votes  of  the  Sen- 
ate for  amending  the  resolutions  of  tfie  House  of  Delegates,  for  rati- 
fying the  several  articles  of  amendments  propounded  by  Congress, 
do  not  conceive  it  necessary  to  answer  the  several  arguments  entered 
upon  the  Journals  by  the  majority,  in  support  of  their  vote  upon  the 
occasion,  nor  do  we  conceive  it  necessary  to  urge  the  whole  of  our 
reasons  for  voting  in  the  negative;  resting  such  as  we  do  not  here 
offer  upon  the  good  opinion  of  the  people  of  Virginia,  whom  we  re- 
present in  common  with  our  respective  districts,  do  dissent: 

"1st.  Because  that  although  the  3d,  8th  and  12th  of  the  said 
amendments  come  not  fully  up  in  form  to  those  proposed  by  the  Con- 
vention of  this  State,  in  June  1788,  we  are  of  opinion  they  are  ana- 
logous thereto,  and  contain  important  and  essential  matter,  tending 
further  to  secure  to  the  States  in  the  Union,  and  the  people  their  in- 
herent and  undoubted  political  and  natural  rights,  and  are  calculated 
tlie  better  to  secure  them  against  any  undue  encroachments  of  the 
Federal  Government. 

"2d]y  Because  that  by  adopting  these  amendments,  we  by  no 
means  meant  to  abandon  the  prosecution  or  true  constitutional 
grounds  of  other  amendments,  and  considered  the  accepting  of  such 
as  were  at  present  offered  as  a  measure  better  calculated  to  insure 
others,  than  either  rejecting  or  postponing  the  consideration  of  them. 

"  3dly.  Because  the  1 1th  amendment,  thougli  not  called  for  by  any 
of  the  adopting  States,  we  consider  as  tending  to  quiet  the  minds  of 
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many,  and  in  no  possible  instance  productive  of  danger  to  the  liber- 
ties of  the  people,  and  because  the  constitution  gives  a  right  to  Con- 
gress to  propose,  when  two-thirds  concur,  amendments  to  the  State 
Legislatures  for  their  ratification.

'6-4d.  specie,  there  are  public  and  other  securities  in 
hand  for  tobacco  sold,  and  monies  advanced  conditionally  under  the 
direction  of  the  Executive,  to  the  amount  of  13,079/.  18s.  Id.  spe- 
cie value.  These  advances  have  been  made  upon  deposits  of  public 
securities  at  a  price  something  lower  than  the  market  price,  with  a 
condition  annexed,  that  unless  they  should  be  redeemed  before  the 
Isl  day  of  January,  1790,  by  repaying  the  money  so  advanced  upon 
ihem,  with  an  interest  thereon  at  tiie  rate  oi'  5  per  centum  per  annnm> 
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tliey  should  become  the  property  of  the  military  fund.  These  de- 
posits your  committee  must  observe,  in  justice  to  the  caution  and 
prudence  of  the  agent,  are  more  tiian  sufficient  to  cover  the  monies 
so  by  him  advanced  under  the  authority  of  the  Executive.  But  tliey 
beg  leave  with  deference  humbly  to  represent,  that  this  mode  of 
lending  money  at  5  per  centum  per  annum  on  depreciated  public 
securities,  which  bear  an  interest  of  6  per  centum,  is  highly  disad- 
vantageous to  the  State,  since  it  receives  only  5  per  centum  for  the 
loan  of  specie,  whilst  it  is  paying  6  per  centum  for  paper  that  sells 
in  the  market  for  only  five  and  six  shillings  in  the  pound. 

The  Executive  no  doubj  were  induced  to  authorise  the  agent  to 
advance  monies  in  tiiis  manner  on  these  deposits,  with  an  expectation 
that  they  never  would  be  redeemed,  and  that  the  sinking  fund  in  this 
case  would  be  enriched  by  the  conditional  purchase  of  public  securi- 
ties at  the  rate  of  four  and  five  shillings  in  the  pound.  But  your 
committee  conceive  that  a  little  reflection  will  prove  these  expecta- 
tions to  be  delusive,  since  it  will  seldom  or  never  happen  tliat  those 
who  borrow  money  from  the  sinking  fund  on  deposits,  will  suflcr  them 
to  be  forfeited  whilst  they  are  in  a  stale  of  appreciation,  and  whilst 
the  said  borrowers  are  annually  receiving  an  interest  of  G  per  centum 
on  the  nominal  value  of  the  said  deposits,  and  only  paying  5  per 
centum  per  annum  for  the  loan  of  actual  specie. 

Your  committee  beg  leave  further  to  represent,  that  this  practice 
appears  to  them  to  defeat  the  main  purposes  of  the  sinking  fund, 
since  the  holders  of  public  securities  will  never  dispose  of  them 
whilst  they  can  procure  money  to  answer  their  pressing  demands 
upon  such  advantageous  ternas.  These  are  the  ideas  that  a  theoretical 
view  of  the  subject  has  suggested  to  your  committee,  which,  though 
experience  may  prove  them  to  be  fallacious,  it  was  nevertheless  their 
duty  to  state  to  the  House. 

Your  committee  think  that  the  business  relative  to  the  said  fund, 
has  been  conducted  by  the  agent  with  accuracy  and  fidelity,  and  with 
advantage  to  the  public ;  but  they  cannot  help  expressing  th^ir  wishes 
that  the  Executive  had  directed  the  monies  in  the  said  fund  to  have 
been  appropriated  altogether  to  actual,  and  not  conditional  purchases.

The  bill,  "  making  an  allowance  to  Thomas  Nicolson,  for  printing 
the  Journals  of  tlie  Senate,  and  for  regulating  tlie  salary  of  the  public 
jailer,"  was  amended,  and  read  the  third  time;  and  on  the  question 
being  put,  that  the  same  do  pass, 

It  was  resolved  in  the  affirmative. 

Ordered,  That  Mr.  Anderson  do  acquaint  the  House  of  Delegates 
therewith,  and  desire  their  concurrence  to  the  amendment. 

The  bill,  "  to  repeal  in  part,  an  act,  entitled  '  an  act,  directing  dupli- 
cates of  certificates  and  warrants  to  be  issued  to  certain  persons,"  was 
read  the  third  time;  and  on  the  question  being  put,  that  i^e  same  do 
pass. 

It  was  resolved  in  the  affirmative. 

Ordered,  That  Mr.  Anderson  do  acquaint  the  House  of  Delegates 
therewith. 

A  message  from  the  House  of  Delegates  by  Mr.  Thompson  : 

Mr.  Speaker, — The  House  of  Delegates  have  agreed  to  the  Sen- 
ate's amendments  to  the  bills  "  providing  funds  for  the  support  of  gov- 
ernment, and  for  the  payment  of  the  public  debts;"  and  "  making  an 
allowance  to  Thomas  Nicolson,  for  printing  the  Journals  of  the  Senate, 
and  for  regulating  the  salary  of  the  public  jailer."  And  then  he  with- 
drew. 

Mr.  Wills  reported,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  examine  the 
enrolled  bills,  that  the  committee  had,  according  to  order,  examined 
several  other  enrolled  bills,  to  them  referred,  and  found  them  to  be  tru- 
ly enrolled. 

The  Speaker  then  signed  the  following  enrolled  bills,  to  wit: 
"  An  act,  for  appropriating  a  further  sum  of  money  to  the  Capitol." 
"  An  act,  granting  a  sum  of  money  to  William  Shannon  and  others." 
"  An  act,  to  declare  the  time  when  certain  laws  shall  commence  in 
force,  and  for  other  purposes." 

"  An  act,  concerning  the  taxes  of  the  year  one  thousand  seven  hun- 
dred and  ninety." 

*'  An  act,  lo  repeal  in  part,  certain  i^ws  of  revenue." 
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"  An  act,  providing  funds  for  the  support  of  government,  and  for 
the  payment  of  the  public  debts." 

"  An  act,  to  repeal  in  part,  an  art,  entitled  '  an  act,  directing  dupli- 
cates of  certificates  and  warrants  lo  be  issued  to  certain  persons." 

"  An  act,  making  an  allowance  to  Thomas  Nicolson,  for  printing  the 
Journals  of  the  Senate,  and  for  regulating  the  salary  of  the  public 
jailer." 

Ordered.  That  Mr.  Wills  do  carry  the  said  enrolled  bills  to  the 
House  of  Delegates,  and  acquaint  them  that  the  said  bills  have  been 
examined  by  the  Senate,  and  signed  by  the  Speaker. 

And  then  the  House  adjourned  till  the  third  Monday  in  October 
next.
